Ooviously, buttermilk is poor in 
fat and is used to good advantaze 
by those whose digestion of fats 
is of low power. Also the cascin 
hes becn broken up and is more 
finely coagulated, hence more 
easily cared for in a weak dises- 
tive tract. The HeneRtaly e.cid 
taste of fresh buttermilk is very 
palatable to even a poor appetite 
and for those whose appetites are 
erratic, the sourness satisfies the 
craving for sour stuff. 

There are still left in the but- 
termilk certain salts, some albu- 
men, some milk sugar and par- 
‘ticularly the lactic acid which 
gives it its favor and most of its 
‘potency, while the entire bulk is 
made up largely of water.

OU will look years younger 

and pleasanter if the skin 
around the eyes is as smooth and 
soft as elsewhere on your face.

David Lloyd George Makes a Political Come-Back 
At the Age of Seventy-one 


HE renaissance of a states- 

man can be observed in the 
case Of David Lloyd George, Eng- 
land’s one-time Prime Minister, 
who after three years of retire- 
ment and near-oblivion, suddenly 
appears on the scene again with 
‘an entirely new line-up of politics 
and psychology. When he was 
sixty-eight Lioyd George was 
consigned by friend and foe alike 
to a political island of Elba, and 
like Napoleon, he now ‘comes 
back. . However, in the case of 
Lloyd George he is likely to last 
a. good deal’ longer than a hun- 
fred days. 

“4Vhen the Liberal Party crum- 
pled his leadership seemed to be 
entirely wiped out. His “party” 
was said to consist of three peo- 
ple—himself, son and daughter. 
fhe old campaigner bought a 
600-acre farm in Surrey and be- 
gan tilling the soil with the same 
energy he put into holding con- 
ferences for peace of war. Even 
so it was a hard job. The land 
was unresponsive and bore cnly 
méager fruits, although the re- 
-silient Lloyd George manace) 
somehow to make a shght profit. 


He won prizes at flower and 
poultry shows, and generally 
seemed satisfied to play the role 
of retired farmer. Underneath. 
however, there was something 
stirring. The energy that had 
brought him to play so important 
a part in England’s history would 
not down, and pretty soon he was 
once more on the up-gi2ade— 
politically speaking. 

He outlined a new deal for 
Britain, modeled very much along 
the lines of our own Rooseveltian 
system, except that it went in a 
bit more heavily for old-age in- 
surance. The ex-premier’s follow- 
ing suddenly grew to large pro- 
portions. The old-time Liberals 
joined in, so that now it appears 

as it he has really foynded a 
new party. It is predicted freely 
that Lloyd George will soon he 
back 1n the Cabinet. 

As if all this new deal were nct 
enough, the statesman has also 
gone in for a change in his per- 
sonai appearance. His bushv 
white locks have been trimmcd 
short and what is left of th:
